Comcast 
Takes Aim 
At Disney 

Bold merger bid could create 
world s largest media giant 

ORLANDO, FLA. I Cable television giant 
Comcast Corp. on Wednesday made a sur- 
prise bid for The Walt Disney Co. that would 
create the world’s biggest media conglom- 
erate and likely end the 20 -year career of 
embattled Disney chief Michael Eisner. 

Comcast, which said Eisner had rejected the 
idea of private talks earlier this week, stunned 
the media world with its announcement. The 
bid was initially valued at $54 billion, but 
Comcast will likely have to 
sweeten that offer. 

Disney’s board released 
a statement saying it 
would “carefully evalu- 
ate” Comcast’s offer, cau- 
tioning shareholders not 
to take any action in the 
meantime. Disney share- 
holders will gather for their annual meeting 
March 3 in Philadelphia. 

Comcast is moving at a time when Disney 
is struggling with internal strife over corpo- 
rate governance concerns and Eisner’s plans 
for succession, as well as lagging performance 
at key businesses such as ABC. 

Comcast, which merged with AT&T 
Broadband in November 2002 to become 
the country’s largest cable TV company, and 
Disney together had $45 billion in revenues 
last year. If a deal is reached, they would edge 
out Time Warner, which had $39.6 billion 
in revenues last year, atop the heap of media 
companies, skip wollenberg (ap)

Human Embryo Cloned for 
Stem Cells in South Korea 

Researchers in South Korea for 
the first time have cloned a human 
embryo and then culled stem cells 
from it, according to a report in 
Friday’s edition of Science maga- 
zine. The experiment will likely 
revive international controversy over 
human cloning. The technique, called 
therapeutic cloning, uses embryos

Protesters swarm the 
Statehouse as vote

B 0 S T 0 N | With scuffles breaking out 
inside the Statehouse and hundreds 
of people chanting slogans for and 
against gay rights, Massachusetts 
lawmakers took up a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment Wednesday 
to ban gay marriage. 

Hundreds of people from across 
the country were confronted with 
tight security and a throng of report- 
ers as the lawmakers entered the 
volatile national debate over gay 
rights — a debate stoked by a rul- 
ing from the state’s highest court 
that said gay couples have the right 
to marry. 

Impromptu rallies erupted out- 
side the two -century- old building, 
while inside lawmakers and advo- 
cacy groups held last-minute news 
conferences to champion their cause.

Bush Urges WMD Crackdown 


Calls for end to the 
black-market spread 
of nuclear technology 

WASHINGTON | President Bush, 
pointing to a black market weap- 
ons network led by the father of 
Pakistan’s nuclear bomb, said 
Wednesday that no new countries 
should have the ability to enrich or 
process nuclear material. 

He argued that international 
efforts to combat the spread of 
weapons of mass destruction have 
been neither broad nor effective 
enough and require tougher action 
from all nations. 



President Bush announced an initiative 
on Wednesday aimed atcurbingthe 
spread of weapons of mass destruction. 


“The greatest threat before 
humanity today is the possibility of 
secret and sudden attack with chem- 
ical or biological or radiological or 
nuclear weapons,” Bush said. 


His call to prevent countries 
from acquiring the technology to 
enrich uranium and reprocess spent 
fuel for plutonium was likely to 
anger Iran and North Korea and the 
countries that have supplied them. 

Bush for the first time publicly 
accused Pakistani scientist Abdul 
Qadeer Khan’s network of supplying 
to North Korea the centrifuge tech- 
nology that is needed to make highly 
enriched uranium for nuclear weap- 
ons. The administration previously 
had said that it believed Khan’s net- 
work was supplying weapons tech- 
nology to North Korea, Libya and 
Iran but had not specified what.

Justice Defends Trip With Cheney 


Scalia won’t sit out 
Supreme Court case 
involving vice president 

WASHINGTON | Supreme Court 
Justice Antonin Scalia strongly indi- 
cated he will ignore calls to recuse 
himself from a court case involving 
his friend and hunting partner, Vice 
President Dick Cheney. 

Scalia told a gathering at 
Amherst College in Amherst, Mass., 
on Tuesday night there was noth- 


ing improper about his accompany- 
ing Cheney to Louisiana last month 
to hunt ducks. The trip came three 
weeks after the Supreme Court 
agreed to hear the Bush adminis- 
tration’s appeal in a case involving 
private meetings of Cheney’s energy 
task force. 

“It did not involve a lawsuit 
against Dick Cheney as a private 
individual,” Scalia said in response 
to a question from the audience of 
about 600 people. “This was a 
government issue. It’s acceptable 


practice to socialize with executive 
branch officials when there are not 
personal claims against them.” 

Cheney wants to keep private 
the details of closed- door White 
House strategy sessions that pro- 
duced the administration’s energy 
policy. 

The administration is fight- 
ing a lawsuit brought by watchdog 
and environmental groups that con- 
tend that industry executives helped 
shape the administration’s energy

2 Days, 2 Bombs, 100 Dead 

Iraqis suffer yet another deadly suicide attack 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I A second suicide 
bombing in as many days killed up 
to 47 people Wednesday, pushing 
the toll in the back-to-back attacks 
to 100. Again, Iraqis were the tar- 
gets — this time, a crowd of volun- 
teers for Iraq’s new army. 

In Wednesday’s attack in 
Baghdad, an Oldsmobile packed 
with 300 to 500 pounds of explo- 
sives drove up to a crowd of Iraqis 


waiting outside an army recruit- 
ment center, which is only a few 
blocks from the heavily fortified 
Green Zone, headquarters of the 
U.S. administration. 

The crowd was likely a mix of 
Sunnis and Shiites. But the suicide 
bombing a day earlier targeted a 


mostly Shiite town south of Bagh- 
dad. A truck carrying a similar 
amount of explosives blew up outside 
a police station, killing 53 Iraqis. 

Since Jan. 1, at least 261 Iraqi 
civilians have been killed in major 
suicide attacks or car bombings, 
according to an AP tally based on 
reports issued by the U.S. military 
or Iraqi police, mariam fa m (ap) 


U.S. Turns 
Focus to 
Jordanian 

Militant suspected 
of organizing foreign 
insurgents in Iraq 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I The U.S. military 
posted a $10 million bounty on 
a Jordanian militant suspected 
of organizing violence by foreign 
fighters and plotting an accelera- 
tion in attacks aimed at sparking a 
Sunni- Shiite civil war in Iraq. 

The United States made public a 
letter to al Qaeda leaders thought to 
be sent by the militant, Abu Musab 
al-Zarqawi, that it intercepted 
Monday. In it, he warns that mili- 
tants are in a “race against time” to 
stop the June 30 handover of power 
to Iraqis.

Evicted 37 years ago 
from whites only area, 
the exiled return home 

CAPETOWN, SOUTH AFRICA I Ebrahim 
Murat said a quiet prayer for his 
late wife moments before accepting 
the keys to his new home in Cape 
Town’s District Six area from for- 
mer President Nelson Mandela on 
Wednesday. 

Murat and about 67,000 others 
were evicted from District Six, a once 
bustling neighborhood on the edge 
of Cape Town, 37 years ago after 
the racist apartheid government 
declared it a “whites only” area. 


Former residents can now return 
to the land, although most of the 
buildings were destroyed, or be 
compensated for their lost prop- 
erty under the government’s land 
claims program. 

Murat’s new home is the first of 
many that will be given to about 
4,000 families returning over the 
next three years. 

For Jaswint Gihwala, the day of 
return came as a shock. 

“We never thought this day 
would come,” said Gihwala, 73. 
“I was given 24 hours’ notice,” she 
said, recalling the day the govern- 
ment moved in with its bulldozers 
and told her to leave.

Sao Paulo Zoo 
Puzzled by Spate 
Of Animal Deaths 

SAO PAULO, BRAZIL I Police are 
investigating a spate of unusual 
cases of apparent death by poison- 
ing at the Sao Paulo Zoo, one of the 
world’s largest, where 10 animals have 
dropped dead in a two-week period. 

Three chimpanzees, three tapirs, 
three camels and an elephant died 
between Jan. 24 and Feb. 6. 

Police probed for motives among 
the zoo’s staff and at first speculat- 
ed about a possible “serial animal 
killer.” But the current focus is on a 
more mundane cause — rat poison 
spread when the rodents defecate 
and urinate in the animal cages.

D.C. Panel Dives 
Into Water Woes 


Task force s report 
on contamination due 
to city leaders in April 

WASHINGTON I Mayor Anthony A. 
Williams and the D.C. Council want 
a full report on the city’s water qual- 
ity problems. 

An interagency task force began 
holding weekly meetings this week. 
The panel is made up of represen- 
tatives from the Council and key 
city agencies — including the 
District of Columbia Water and 
Sewer Authority. Their report is 
due by April 9. 

Officials are trying to determine 
what could be accelerating the rate 
of pipe corrosion, a possible source 
of lead in the water supply. 

For most of WASA’s customers, 


lead levels have remained well with- 
in the safe range of no more than 
15 parts per billion, but samples 
taken at thousands of homes have 
found levels exceeding 300 parts 
per billion. 

That prompted WASA to 
launch a public information 
campaign required by the fed- 
eral Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

Meanwhile, Congressional 
Delegate Eleanor Holmes Norton, 
D-D.C., is calling for a hearing into 
the problem and possible remedies. 
She also wants to know whether the 
EPA has exercised adequate over- 
sight Of WASA.

Manufacturers and 
retailers team up to 
protect their profits 

N E w Y0 R K I Led by Wal-Mart Stores 
Inc., discount retailers won a war 
with other toy stores this past holi- 
day season. Now toymakers, a casu- 
alty in that bitter fight, have decided 
to make their own stand. 

To protect themselves and toy 
retailers they see as key to their 
profits, some manufacturers plan 
to deliver fewer hot toys to Wal- 
Mart and to have more exclusive 
launches at chains like Toys “R” Us 
Inc. It’s a rare instance of manufac- 
turers challenging the biggest U.S. 
retail juggernaut and its low-price 
approach to business. 

The price wars contributed to 
the bankruptcies 
last holiday - 
season of FAO 
Inc., owner of 
the famed FAO 
Schwarz, and 
KB Toys Inc. 


Given the clout of Wal-Mart, 
which has a 21 percent share of 
the toy market, it remains to be 
seen whether these strategies will 
be effective. Many manufacturers 
said there is only so much they can 
do. Setting prices with retailers is 
illegal under antitrust laws. 

Karen Burk, a Wal-Mart spokes- 
woman, said: “Our focus will con- 
tinue to be what it has always 
been, and that is delivering value 
to our customers, and that will 
not change.” 

The pricing issue is expected to 
be a key concern at the American 
International Toy Fair, which begins 
on Sunday. 

The $20 billion toy industry suf- 
fered a 3 percent decline in sales 
last year, according to analysts’ 
estimates. Meanwhile, prices fell 
4.3 percent on top of a 9-3 per- 
cent decline in 2002, according 
to the Labor Department.

Clarett Beats NFL Again 


Judge refuses to suspend ruling; player going pro 


FOOTBALL! Maurice Clarett is ready 
to enter the NFL draft, clearing 
another legal obstacle Wednesday 
when a federal judge rejected the 
league’s request to suspend her 
ruling. 

U.S. District Judge Shira 
Scheindlin concluded the Ohio State 
running back could face “very detri- 
mental” harm if excluded from the 
draft. She said the NFL would not 
be irreparably harmed if Clarett and 
other underclassmen are eligible. 


“Maurice Clarett’s going to be in 
the draft,” the player’s lawyer, Alan 
Milstein, said after the decision. 

NFL lawyer Gregg Levy said the 
league will ask the 2nd U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals to stay Scheindlin’s 
ruling while it appeals. 

Scheindlin ruled last week that an 
NFL rule barring eligibility to Clarett 
and other young players from April’s 
draft violates antitrust law. 

The judge said the NFL’s concern 
that younger players may over-train 


or resort to steroid use to better qual- 
ify for the draft “makes no sense.” 

Levy, the NFL lawyer, was not 
surprised by this latest ruling and 
insisted the league is confident 
about its coming appeal. 

Clarett ran for 1,237 yards 
and led Ohio State to a national 
championship as a freshman in 
the 2002 season. But the school 
suspended him before last season 
for accepting money from a fam- 
ily friend and for lying about it to 
NCAA and university investigators.

The coach blames the players 
and students for the December 2001 
party that led to the rape allegations 
and says he can’t watch players and 
recruits 24 hours a day. 

Barnett insists he responded 
properly when the rape accusations 
first surfaced. He imposed a 1 a.m. 
curfew on recruits and required 
their player hosts to sign a pledge 
to keep recruits from being exposed 
to inappropriate behavior. 

Colorado’s former senior asso- 
ciate athletic director, Robert 
Chichester, suggests otherwise. In 
his deposition in one of the lawsuits, 
he said Barnett seemed unwilling 
to set a tone of intolerance toward 
rowdiness during recruiting visits.

MUSIC I In high school I thought 
the metal kids were stupid. If, back 
then, I’d said the Black Cat would 
host the Hidden Hand and the 
Darkest Hour on Friday the 13th, 
those idiot metalheads would go 
torch a church.

Its a Donkeys Life for Us 


FI LM I Here’s the punch line. French 
director Robert Bresson believed the 
human condition was best expressed 
by the life of a donkey. 

This would call for a “Jackass: 
The Movie” joke here, except for 
one thing: “Au Hasard Balthazar” 
just may be what the Village Voice 
calls it: “the supreme masterpiece 
by one of the greatest of 20th cen- 
tury filmmakers.” 

Three children from the French 
countryside baptize a donkey. 
Unexpectedly, the poor beast 
now has a soul. That does not 
improve his lot, nor that of young 
Marie, who christened the animal 
“Balthazar.” 

Marie and her four-footed cre- 
ation both wander through life as 
listlessly and free of purpose as 
barnyard animals. 



Marie contemplates the emptiness. 


They are misused by cruel 
men, and Marie, who as a human 
is obliged to respond to her world, 
is incapable of comprehending life’s 
magical moments. This willful igno- 


rance is at the heart of Bresson’s 
vision — Marie’s only redemption 
will come after her death. 

This austere, rarely seen 1966 
film catapulted the director to the 
forefront of his country’s creative 
visionaries. 

There must have been something 
in the Perrier. With “Balthazar,” 
Bresson joined an illustrious list 
of French thinkers who emerged 
in the prewar years. 

Trained as a painter, Bresson 
never courted popular appeal. How 
could he, when the immediate plea- 
sures of art were so distant from the 
spirit of his work, obsessed as he 
was with faith, affliction and beau- 
ty.

(205 Maple Ave. East; 703-281- 
1940) was mobbed by families 
crazed with lust for full-fat frozen 
dessert. Faced with infinite combi- 
nations of ice cream and “mix-ins,” 
one child asked plaintively, “Can I 
just get plain ice cream?” 

Other than stores in Largo, Md., 
and Fairfax, Va., the D.C. area is vir- 
gin territory for the Arizona-based 
Cold Stone juggernaut.

be followed in spring and summer 
by branches in Cleveland Park, 
Silver Spring and Olney, Md. The 
concept: Choose an ice cream

For BUBBLY, consider two lower- 
priced sparkling wines that are worthy 
of cork popping: Cristalino (Spain, $8) 
and Gruet (New Mexico, $12). 

5 . A non-alcoholic (and just as dec- 
adent) option is HOT CHOCOLATE 
from scratch. Simmer 2 cups milk and 
infuse with vanilla extract or 1/8tea- 
spoon of nutmeg, cinnamon or cay- 
enne. Stir; turn off heat and add about 
4 ounces of chopped bittersweet choc- 
olate. Whisk until mixture is smooth.

6. POACHED PEARS make for a quick, 
elegant dessert. Donna Hay, author of 
“New Food Fast,” suggests a can of 
coconut milk, some water and a split 
vanilla bean. (Poaching means cook- 
ing over low heat in liquid about half- 
way up the pan.) To keep pears stand- 
ing up straight, peel and core from 
bottom by making a circular incision 
with a paring knife or melon bailer. 
Keep stem on if possible. 

7 . Since Valentine’s Day falls on a 
Saturday, breakfast is an option. 

Try slow-cooking SCRAMBLED EGGS, 
a la New York French chef Daniel 


Boulud. Be careful, though, these 
eggs are so seductive you may end up 
with a marriage proposal after you’ve 
licked your plates. Crack eggs and 
workthrough a sieve. Cook in a double 
boiler (fit a stainless steel bowl on top 
of a pan with a few inches of simmer- 
ing water), slowly stirring with a wood- 
en spoon until you start to see a trans- 
formation of the soft curds. Whisk in 
a touch of butter, cream (if you like), 
plus generous sprinklings of salt 
and pepper, until desired doneness. 
Garnish with chopped chives. 

8. Or, how about a WAFFLE, perfect 
for sharing. Throw together a sauce 
with frozen cherries seasoned with 
a touch of almond extract and some 
orange zest. 

9 . Consider in-season CITRUS 
FRUITS, including the glorious 
Minneola or the more sophisticat- 
ed blood orange. Team with toasted 
nuts, a spritz of olive oil, a sprinkling of 
coarse salt and a handful of greens - 
arugula, mizuna, spinach or mesclun. 

10. Last but not least, look for a 
MANGO. Let it ripen until Saturday. 
Slice in half, run a bath and share.
